In additio n to fluid milk require­ 
men ts, o v er 20 to ns o f butter, mo re 
than 10 to ns o f cheese and large 
q u an tities o f o ther dairy pro ducts 
are co n su med daily . This means 
that mo re than 1,000,000 quarts o f 
milk fro m American farms are re­ 
q u ired ev ery 
day fo r pasteurizatio n 
an d distrib u tio n o r 
pro cessing into 
dairy p ro du cts fo r 
the army .

The army ratio n, which means 
fo o d pro v ided fo r o ne man fo r o ne 
day specifies amo ng o ther things 
8 o z. o f fresh milk, 2 o z. o f butter, 
1 o z. o f ev apo rated milk and % o z. 
o f cheese. 
In the Rev o lutio nary War the 
ratio n called fo r a pint o f milk per 
so ldier per day — the o nly time 
fresh milk ev en appeared o n the 
ratio n until the present. It is do ubt­ 
ful, ho wev er, if Washingto n’s so l­ 
diers ev er go t milk unless they 
surreptitio usly milked co ws near 
the biv o uacs.

o rder. Lt. Co l. Paul P. Lo gan, Sub­ 
sistence Office, War Department, 
recently said: 
"All o f us in subsistence wo rk 
are acutely aw’are o f the v alue o f 
milk and dairy pro ducts In the 
ratio n. We kno w that milk so 1 ids 
are indispensable and that milk is 
the nearest perfect fo o d.”
